Introduction

This report is provided to the Legislature in response to Act 259/01 (H.B.
200 H.D.1 S.D. 1 C.D. 1), Section 33 which requires the Child and
Adolescent Mental Health Division to prepare and submit a report on
mental health services to include, but not be limited to the following

information:

1. The numbers of “high-end” Felix class children and adolescents
served;

9. The number of “moderate” Felix class children and adolescents
served;

3. The number of “low end” Felix class children and adolescents
served;

4. Average expenditure by Felix class children and adolescents;

5. Average hours of services by Felix class children and
adolescents;

6. Treatment outcome and performance reports on each service
provided by Felix class children and adolescents;

7. Success rate of Felix class children and adolescent;

8. The number of discharged Felix class children and adolescent;

10.Caseload report per total available mental health care
coordinator (filled and vacant positions) and including those
positions acting as mental health care coordinators;
and

11. Total number of exempt positions and its related civil service
position, if any, and a comparison of exempt salary versus civil
service salary for each position listed.

(Please note an item (9) was missing from Act 259)



Issues

Numbers of Felix Class Youth and Average Expenditures
(Items #1-4)

Felix youth, at one point in time, were classified as being “high-end,”
“moderate,” and “low-end.” These particular designations have evolved
over time to reflect the shifts in service arrangements, as well as the
preference by most professionals to not label children. Labels such as
“high-end kids,” while sometimes convenient for the sake of categorizing,
tend to be demeaning and often follow students even as their individual

needs change.

Currently, virtually all of the outpatient services previously provided
through the Child and Adolescent Mental Health Division (CAMHD) are
now provided through the Department of Education’s School-Based
Behavioral Health. That means that even for youth with more intensive
mental health issues, outpatient services are accessed through their
schools. The exceptions to this are youth with Autism Spectrum
Disorders. All of these students currently receive all needed mental
health services through CAMHD.

CAMHD data is generated primarily through its Management Information
System (CAMHMIS). Data is tracked on each child, and is reconciled at
the end of a quarter between services authorized and actual billings.
Therefore, quarterly data reports such as this generally reflect services
and numbers served three months in arrears in order to convey the most

accurate data.

Attachment 1- Summary of Special Education and Felix Class Youth (as
of September 2001) shows the total population of students who are
receiving Special Education services in relation to those who are
classified as Felix, and those whose care is managed by the Department
of Health. In June of 2001, there were 13,654 Felix class children, of
which 11, 479 were served by CAMHD, and 2,175 by Early Intervention.
(The total count of 12, 667 shown in Attachment 2 represents the actual
unduplicated count of children served at any time during the quarter).

In June, funding for outpatient services shifted to Department of
Education. Attachment 1 depicts the corresponding shift in the number
of youth receiving services through CAMHD programs that stood at 3,096
in September of 2001. In the future, only youth who receive services that
are managed by the Department of Health (intensive home and
community-based and out-of-home treatment services) will be tracked
through CAMHMIS, as school-based behavioral health services are now
tracked by the Department of Education.
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For the purposes of reporting data on the numbers of Felix class children
for the April 2001 to June 2001 period, the Child and Adolescent Mental
Health Division classifies those students who were once seen as “low,
moderate, or high-end,” as youth with:

¢ less-intensive services coordinated by the DOE,

e less-intensive service coordinated by DOH (outpatient services),

e more intensive services, and

e out-of-home placements.

Attachment 2 displays the total number of youth in each of these
classifications during the months of April through June of 2001
(unduplicated count) with the corresponding average cost of services for
youth in that classification. The data is also displayed by Family
Guidance Center with the legend in Attachment 2B.

CAMHD served just over 25% of all youth in the Felix class, including
those with Autism and DD/MR with mental health issues, through an
array of outpatient, intensive home/community based services, and out-
of —home treatment programs. 86% of all youth served by CAMHD
during the quarter were served in community/home settings.

Those youth who at some time during the quarter entered a hospital-
based residential program are not represented in Attachment 2 because
they are tracked through a separate system to allow for careful
accountability and ongoing utilization/clinical review. There was an
average of 36 youth per month, and a total of 110 youth who accessed
hospital-based residential programs during the fourth quarter of 2001.
The average cost for this service per youth would be $18,750 per month
(856,250 average per quarter) if each youth were in placement on every
day of the month. The actual average for the quarter was $16,903 per
month (850,709 average for the quarter) as not all youth were in
placement on every day of the month. The total paid amount for this
service was 81,859,375 for the entire quarter.

Average expenditures (Attachment 2) for youth whose services are
coordinated by DOH who receive less-intensive outpatient services
during the quarter was $1,600.96 per child ($533.65 per month). For
those receiving more intensive mental health services, the average service
cost was $5,609.42 ($1,899.80 per month), and for the 519 youth who
received services in an out-of-home setting at any point during the
quarter, the average service cost was $17,591.97 per quarter ($5,864.00

per month).



Attachment 2 further displays expenditures by each Family Guidance
Center (FGC). Center 91 represents service expenditures for the Multi-
systemic Therapy Continuum of Care research program, which has
ended. Center 88 is Kauai Family Guidance which is a blended school-
based mental health service delivery system, and therefore the total costs
for delivering less intensive or outpatient services are tracked in the DOE
column reflecting the DOE-DOH Memorandum of Agreement. All
averages reflected on Attachment 2 are quarterly, versus monthly
averages. For the other districts, the average service cost for less
intensive services coordinated by the DOE ranges between $277.25 on
Hawaii and $574.97 in the Windward Oahu District. The range of costs
for less intensive services managed through the DOH is between $699.56
at Kalihi-Palama and $2326.86 for Maui. For youth receiving more
intensive mental health services (home and community-based) the range
is between $3,197.51 on Kauai, and $7.971.49 in the Diamond Head
FGC catchment area. The average cost for a youth in out-of-home
placements for the FGCs ranged between $13,461.64 for Kauai, and
$21,821.86 for Diamond Head FGC.

Average Service Hours (Item #5)

There were a total of 13,140 Felix class children receiving a level of care
ranging from level 5 through level 32 (Refer to Attachment 3). These
levels of care include both in-patient and outpatient services. It is
appropriate to look at the average hours of services by Felix class
children and adolescents receiving outpatient services. For those Felix
class children and adolescents receiving out-of-home treatment services,
it is more appropriate to look at the average days of service received.
Analysis that combines the two categories will skew the data.

Some children receive less intensive services at the community level.
These services are not required 24 hours a day. They are generally
received based upon the child's need and the child receives these
services in the community. Felix class children receiving a level of care
ranging from level 5 (Assessment) to level 16 (Biopsychosocial Services)
are receiving services with a frequency that is set based upon the needs
of the child (Attachment 3). These services are assigned one unit per
hour of service that is received. There were 12,425 Felix class children
and adolescents in this range. They were receiving a total of 266,976.25
units. For the fourth quarter, April through June of 2001, the average
hours of service provided to youth receiving a level of care ranging from
5-16 was 21.5 hours per quarter or 7.16 hours per month. ‘

Some children require more intensive intervention. Felix class children
receiving a level of care ranging from level 26 (Day Treatment) to level 30
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(Residential Treatment Center) are receiving some type of temporary
residential care for treatment purposes (Refer to Attachment 3). As
previously noted Hospital-based Residential Treatment Centers are not
reflected, and CAMHD does not provide Acute Inpatient Services, as this

is a medical service.

These services are assigned one unit per day of service that is received.
Level 26 through level 30 are out-of-home services and are paid for each
day the services are provided. There were 715 Felix class children and
adolescents in this range. They were receiving a total of 44,501 units. It
is more appropriate to look at the average days of service for these levels
of care than it is to look at the average hours of service. The average
days of service provided to a Felix class child classified in this range was
62.2 days per quarter or 20.73 days per month. The average hours of
service to Felix class children receiving a level of care ranging from 26-32
was 1493.74 hours per quarter or 497.9 hours per month.

Multisystemic Therapy Services (MST home-based for youth with willful
misconduct issues) are authorized on a monthly basis, and the average
utilization of this service was 2.14 months per youth.

Flex and Respite services are individualized services. 371 youth
accessed a service paid through flex funds and 275 youth accessed a
respite service during the quarter.

Treatment Outcomes, Performance Reports, and Success Rates
(Items #6 and #7)

Overdll Findings

CAMHD measures outcomes and performance of its system of services
for youth through multiple methods. A key measure is the performance
of provider agencies. Over the last year, each contracted provider agency
was reviewed. Agencies that provide intensive services (intensive
home/community-base and out-of-home placements) are monitored
extensively across multiple dimensions including administrative
monitoring (licensing, credentialing, accreditation, supervision/training
processes, quality assurance processes, fiscal and contract adherence,
and status of complaints), as well as performance monitoring (case-based
reviews, treatment processes, safety and physical environment).

81% of agencies providing intensive mental health services reviewed over
the past year demonstrated fair to excellent results, with 25% deemed to
be at a Level One rating (acceptable results in most areas of review,
demonstrated outcomes over time), and 56% at a Level Two rating (needs
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improvements in some areas in order to be deemed to be performing
consistently for each child served). 19% of agencies that were reviewed
intensively were at the Level Three rating, meaning that substantial
corrective actions were required. One agency’'s contract was terminated
due to performance issues. All corrective actions are explicitly
communicated to agencies, and are tracked for implementation.

Results of Service Testing between September 1999 June 2001 indicate
that of the 740 youth reviewed who have intensive mental health needs
and receive care coordination through the Family Guidance Centers, 580
or 78% are making acceptable progress in the key dimensions of child
status. These key areas include learning progress, stability, emotional
well-being, responsible behavior and treatment progress.

Youth in Out-of-home Settings

Over 86% of all youth served by CAMHD during the fourth quarter lived
at home. Statewide, 519 youth received treatment services in an out-of-
home setting. The average number of youth in an out-of-home
placement was 326, or 10% of youth served. This indicates that 6% of
youth in this population were discharged back to their home

communities during the quarter.

During the quarter, 4% of youth served by CAMHD received out-of-home
treatment services in therapeutic foster homes, 2.6% in group homes,
3.4% in community-based treatment facilities, and <1% in hospital-

based programs.

This represents an important shift from trends in previous years where
many more youth were receiving services in the more restrictive out-of-
home settings. In April of 2000, there were 58 youth receiving treatment
in hospital-based residential programes, which is Hawaii’s most restrictive
level of care. Currently, there are only 27 youth in the hospital-based
residential programs, representing a reduction of 53% since April of last
year. The move toward more appropriate lengths of stay are influenced
by a thrust for careful clinical review of child status by teams, and
structured protocols regarding co-management of youth by Family
Guidance Center clinical directors.

This significant trend reflects CAMHD's initiatives to ensure evidence-
base practice in provision of treatment services. Research has found no
evidence to support the efficacy of residential treatment facilities in
influencing long-term treatment outcomes for youth with primary
diagnoses of conduct and oppositional disorders. Youth with conduct
disorders have traditionally been a large part of the treatment population
of residential programs.



Youth Receiving Treatment in Out-of-State Facilities

A key initiative in CAMHD over the past several years has been assuring
the return of youth who have been receiving treatment in out-of-state
programs. Over the past three years, the numbers have dropped from a
high of 89 in November of 1999, to 23 at the end of June 2001
(Attachment 4). Currently there are 19 youth on the Mainland receiving
treatment. This represents an 80% decrease in the numbers of youth in
out-of-state facilities. This important trend represents the work of teams
throughout the State to build effective educational and treatment

services in local communities.

Numbers of Felix Class Children and Adolescents Discharged
(Item #8)

Attachment 5 shows that from October 2000 to March 2001 the number
of admissions is consistently higher than the number of discharges.
From April 2001 to September 2001, the number of admissions is
consistently lower than the number of discharges. The number of
discharges is extremely large (71.5% of all clients) for the month of July
due to the transfer of Felix class youth to the Department of Education.

The following chart relates the number of discharged Felix class children
to the number of Felix class children registered at the end of the previous

month:

Caseload distribution is influenced by several factors. Maui Family
Guidance Center, for example, covers the rural areas of Lanai, Hana,
Molokai and Lahaina, in addition to Central Maui, which in itself is fairly
spread out geographically. Coverage for these rural areas will influence
overall caseload averages for that particular area.

Number of Exempt Positions (Item #11)

Attachment 6 is a listing of civil service and exempt positions which
includes the budgeted and projected salary expense for fiscal year 2002
within HTH 460 or the service-side of the Child and Adolescent Mental
Health Division (CAMHD). Collective bargaining is reflected as a single
line adjustment within each organization code and should be considered
when comparing the budgeted vs. projected salary expense.

In response to the Court Monitor'’s concerns over the difficulties of
recruiting through the civil service process and the high turnover and
vacancy rate of family guidance centers statewide, exempt positions were
established in lieu of civil service positions to allow CAMHD greater
flexibility. Therefore, if a position number is shown in the “Exempt
Posno” column, then an exempt position was created in lieu of the
budgeted civil service position (identified by the letter(s) “C” or “CS”) in
the column labeled “BJ NO”.

Every position regardless of civil service or exempt status has a salary
range “SR” assigned to it. The salaries for exempt positions are
commensurate with the civil service wage scale per bargaining unit.
Exempt employees are generally appointed between steps C to G based
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on their education and experience in relation to the minimum
qualifications specified in the respective position description. This salary
range falls within the civil service wage scale that goes up to Step L.
